The Chicago Telephone company yesterday 
announced its decision to reduce from ten 
to five cents the rate for service of pay sta- 
tion telephones. The announcement was 

made simultaneously with the actual in- 
stallation of five-cent slot machine tele- 
phones on the North Side. The cheap serv- 
ice will be extended as rapidly as possible. 

. The ten-cent telephones will be replaced 
at the rate of 300 a week, and within a few 
months the company expects the five-cent 

- pate to prevail in all parts of the city. 

The cut in the rate means an aggregate 
saying to patrons of pay stations of $500,000 
& year; but the company expects, through 
increasing its business, to profit by the 
change. The average monthly receipts of 

_ each of the 2,200 pay stations in the city 
are $40. The aggregate receipts each year 
to the company from all the pay telephones 
is placed at $1,000,000. 

In introducing the five-cent rate the com- 
pany expects to install 25,000 new pay sta- 
tions. This will be n increase of twelve 
times their present capacity, and it is ex- 
pected the company’s profitg will be more 
than doubled. ith the new system in oper- 
ation the total number of telephones, public 


and private, in the city will be 50.000. 


The purpose of the company ie to supply 
with a public telephone every store or resi- 
Genee which might assure a business of at 
feast five cents a day. Boarding-houses, 
rooming places, and flat buildings “where it 
appears likely that one call a day might be 
made will be supplied with five-cent tele- 
phones without a guarantee of any kind. 
The result of the system, it is expected by 
the company, will be the placing of tele- 
phones in the homes of thousands of people 
who heretofore have found private tele- 
phones too expensive. 
Though the company has contemplated for 
several years instituting the five-cent rate, 
and preparations for it were begun two years 
ago, it was decided to keep the fact unknown 
to tf public until the scheme had been de- 
veloped beyond the experimental stage. The

WORK IS AN IMMENSE TASK.

The Chicago House Wrecking company. 
which “ wrecked" the Chicago World's 
Fair buildings, the Chicago Postoffice, and 
the Omaha exposition buildings, is about 
to close a deal with the French authorities 
for the purchase and removal of the Paris 
exposition, buildings. 

While Abraham Harris, the President of 
the company, and Maurice Rothschild, the 
advertising manager, deny that the deal 
has been brought to a close, as reported cur- 
rently yesterday, they admit that it is a sure 
thing, and that it is only the question of 

price that stands in the way. Frank Harris, 
the Treasurer of the company, is in Paris 
negotiating with the exposition managers as 
to the price the company shall pay for the 
buildings, and it is probable that an agree- 
ment will be reached in a few days. 


Only a Question of Price. 


We paid $80,000 for the World's Fair 
buildings,” said Mr. Rothschild last night, 
but we shall have to pay more for the Paris 
exPosition buildings, because they are on a 
more massive scale than were the Chicago 
buildings and are therefore more valuable. 
Mr. Frank Hafris has been negotiating with 
the French authorities for a year and a half 
for the purchase and removal of the build- 
ings. I have not heard from him for a week 
and I cannot say whether the deal has been 
made yet or not. It is only the price that 
stands in the way, however. 

Our company is the largest wrecking con- 
cérn in the world—in fact, it is the only one 
in the world capable of undertaking such 
an immense task as the wrecking of the 
Paris exposition buildings. Weare prepared 
to put 3,000 or 4,000 men to work on Nov. 2 
wrecking the buildings. We shall, if we close 
the deal, distribute the material among 
10,000 people in Europe. It isn’t probable 
that any of it will reach this country, or if 
it does, it will not come as far as Chicago. 


Can Zell All Material. 
„ne task of ‘ wrecking the buildings will 
be an undertaking of great magnitude. 
There will be at least 180,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber to be disposed of alone. England and 
France afford excelent markets for lumber, 
and we shall experience no difficulty in sell- 
ing it. 

* Tealy is a good field for the disposa! of 
structural steel, and Germany for the sale 
of machinery. 

“We have reduced the work of ‘ wrecking’ 
immense buildings like those of the Paris ex- 
position to a fine art. We. carefully utilize 
every foot of lumber, every foot of structural 
steel, every piece of machinery, so that none 
of the material used in the erection of build- 
ings is wasted. 

“I spent two monthe in Paris during the 
summer, and catalogued every part of the 
bulidings with the greatest care and 
minutest detail, even down to a window- 
sash or an incandescent lamp. 

“If we purchase the Paris exposition 
buildings we expect to make 100 per cent 
profit on the sale of the material. If we 
didn’t, we wouldn't offer to purchase them. 
I have all my ddvertising literature prepared 
in anticipation of the purchase, and will dis- 
tribute it as soon as Mr. Frank Harris sends 
me word that the question of price has been 
settled and the dea! made. 

“There is no concern that wouid be capa- 
ble of handling all the immense bulidings in 
case we wanted to dispose of them ina lump, 
so we shall be compelled to distribute the 
material among several thousand European 
firms. 

Will Not Pay 1,250,000 Francs. 


“TI am not prepared to say what sum we 
have offered for the buildings, nor can 1 
give the price the French authorities de- 


mand. The report that we have agreed to 


pay 1,250,000 francs ($250,000) is absurd. We 
shall pay no such price as that. 

“We prefer to go at the work with little 
publicity. There are always people who 
criticise a wrecking concern and who come 
to the fore with an outcry of vandalism 
whenever buildings of beauty and artistic 
value, like those of the World's Fair and 
the Paris exposition, are ‘wrecked.’ We 
have been troubled with incendiary fires 
Fore than once. 

‘But the Field Museum is a striking illus- 
tration of how frayed and dingy temporary 
structures of this sort will become if permit- 
ted to stand for a year or mere after their 
erection.”’ |

BRYAN SA GOSPEL OF HATE 


DON M. DICKINSON DENOUNCES 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE. 


Former Postmaster General in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s Cabinet Issues an 
Open Letter in Which He Character- 
izes the Free Silver Leader as a 
Man Whe Endeavors to Set Friend 

, Against Friend, Section Against 
Section, Nation Against Nation. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 22.—[(Special.]—With 
a denunciation of Bryan's arguments as the 
gospel of hate, an appeal to the envious, the 
incompetent, and the unworthy, Don M. 
Dickinson, Postmaster General under Presi- 
dent Cleveland, tonight announced his in- 
tention to vote for McKinley and Roosevelt. 

In all the attacks made on the Democratic 
standard-bearer’s theories during the pres- 
ent campaign there has been none so vigor- 
ous, so scathing, and so outspoken as the 
signed statement issued by Mr. Dickinson, a 
lifelong Democrat and a man ever honored 
by members of his party. 


Dickinson proves by the statement that he 
would that he could remain away from the 
polls. But, he says, he must vote or he 
would be a recreant American, false to his 
‘country. 

An appeal to the evil in humanity—an en- 
deavor to arouse friend against friend, neigh- 
bor against neighbor; an attempt to arouse 
the unfortunate against the more fortunate— 
is the construction Mr. Dickinson places 
upon the arguments of the nominee of the 
Kansas City convention. 

The threat of a large army to crush the 
workers of the cities is cited as one charge 
baseless on the face of it, which Mr. Bryan 
is said to be using in his Boxer propa- 
ganda. 

The Philipping question can be settled by 
Congress when peace is restored, Mr. Dickin- 
son says, but the financial problem is the one 
now confronting the country. 


Finds Duty Is to Vate. 

Mr. Dickinson's letter is as follows: 

„Since the adoption of the Kansas City 
platform, and his nomination, I have never 
entertained a thought of voting for Mr. 
Bryan. I confess, however, in common 
with many Democrats, I hoped for a 
time that I might with a clear conscience 
stay away from the polls. But Mr. Bryan's 
speeches, particularly his later ones, have 
destroyed that illusion and convinced me 
that I must vote at the coming election. 

I criticise no man of different views who 
can reconcile himself to the other course, 
but as for me, with the light I have, I am 
forced to the conviction that I would be a 
recreant American, false t6 my country, and 
false to my party as well, if I should take to 
the woods. ‘ 

I am a Democrat on all the fundamental 
issues on which our party joined battle in 
the past with Republicans, the Whigs, 
and the Fede 
the prefix ‘gold,’ because my party has 
heen the party of sound finance from Jeffer- 
son to Cleveland. I could not be a Re- 
publican if I would, and I say the creed of 
Democracy with all my old-time sincerity 
and faith. 

„But I recognize scarcely a vestige of 
Democratic principle in either the Chicago 
or Kansas City platform. The organiza- 
tion is in the hands of the Populists, and by 
these the livery of true Democracy has been 
stolen in which to serve all the devils that 
make for social disorder, , 

Bryan’s Gospel of Hate. 

“Mr. Bryan is preaching the gospel of 
hate. Voicing that, he appeals to the en- 
vious, the discontented, the improvident, the 
incompetent, and the unworthy. 7 

But worse still, he endeavors to set friend

family against family, section against sec- 
tion, and nation against nation. He makes 
the always dangerous appeal to the evil in 
human nature. His postulates are Boxer 
and his propaganda is Boxer. He speaks no 
encouragement to the unsuccessful, but telis 
him to lay the blame at the door of his more 
fortunate neighbor, and that his sole remedy 
is to attack him. 

„Where is the intelligent citizen who de- 
lieves in his heart that his Republican neigh- 
bors are not as good Americans and as good 
patriots as himself? And yet in connection 
with his making a charge that the Repub- 
licans demanded a larger army—an increase, 
by the way, that was voted for by the Bryan 
men in the Senate and carried in the House 
with @ minority vote of but 330—he has re- 
peatedly said in his public speeches, as he 
said at Indianapolis: ‘ Why do they want it? 
So that they can build a fort near every large 
city and use the army to suppress by force 
the discontent that ought to be cured by 
remedial legislation.’ 

This from a candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States, using all the power of 
his eloquence to carry conviction, especially 
to our foreign-born workingmen, whose vote 
he solicits. 

Will Defend the Flag.

TRAP IN OPEN BOARD CASE. 


J. w. CULVER AND I. w. FOLTZ Ac- 
CUSED OF BLACKMAIL. 


Lawyers Will Ask Grand Jury to In- 
vestigate Charges Against Men Who 
Caused Arrests for Gambling— 
State’s Attorney Said to Have Evi- 
dence Showing Agreement to Drop 
Prosecution for $600—Secure Writ- 
‘ten Agreement. 


Charges of blackmail have been lodged with 
State’s Attorney Deneen against Attorney 
I. W. Foltz and J. W. Culver, and the grand 
jury will be asked to make an investigation. 
The charges are a culmination of the raid 
on the open Board of Trade and the arrest 
of a dozen of its members on charges of 
gambling. The State's Attorney is said to be 
in possession of evidence proving that Foltz 
and Culver agreed to accept $600 in consider- 
ation of their dismissal of the suits, after de- 
manding $3,000. 

The negotiations looking to a dismissal of 
the suits, it is said, came to a sudden and 
sensatidnal close by the appearance of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Crowe and other 
witnesses in the room, just as Foltz and 
Culver signed an agreement to dismiss the 
suits, and the money was delivered toa third 
party to be held until the transaction was 
concluded. Attorney Foltz and Culver both 
deny the charges. 

The members of the Open Board 
were arrested on Oct. 12, and a number of the 
cases were called yesterday in Justice Wil- 
eox’s court. They were all dismissed for 
want of prosecution. Several cases are still 
pending, and Attorney Henry R. Platt made 
the statement that he would dare either 
Culver or Folts to come into court today and 
prosecute the rémainder of the cases. 


Justice Dismisses the Cases. 
According to Attorney Platt, evidence has 
been slowly but surely wound about both 


Foltz and Culver, which is considered of such | 


importance that when it was shown to Jus- 
tice Wilcox yesterday he immediately dis- 
missed the cases and said he had been im- 
posed upon, and that he had issued warrants 
on false representations. The lawyers for 
the ‘Board of Trade members allege a demand 
was made upon them for $3,000 by Foltz, who 
acted as agent far Culver. The amount, it 
is alleged, was finally reduced to $1,000 and 
then down to $600. Then a trap was laid, it 
is said, and Foltz walked into It. 


State’s Attorney Has Agreement. 

An agreement, signed by Culver and Foltz, 
in which they agree to drop the prosecution 
of the Board of Trade members, and in- 
dorsed by Attorney Platt, is in the posses- 
sion of the State’s Attorney. This agree- 
ment, which is considered the most damag- 
ing evidence, is as follows: 

Chicago, Oct. 20, 1900.—I hereby surrender all 
‘the evidence Which I and my attorney have in our 
possession relative to the cases now pending in 
the court of W. D. Wilcox, J. P., in which cases 
Charles Albertson, W. C. Albertson, and others 
are defendants, on the charge of keeping a bucket 
shop and gambling in grain, etc. 

I also hereby agree to produce no more evidence 
in any case against any. member or members, of 
the said Open Board of Trade or any of the cus- 
tomers or the members of the said Open Board of 
Trade. 

And I hereby agree to procure the dismissal of 
all cases in which complaints have been sworn 
to by me, and will neither directly or indirectly 
assist or allow any one who has been in my employ 
in the collection of evidence in any subsequent 
prosecution. 

The money, it is said, was to be placed in 
a safety deposit box by Attorney Platt, and 
Foltz was to place all his evidence in the 
same box. After the justice court proceed- 
ings had been dismissed the.money was to 
be paid to Foltz from the safety deposit box. 


Stakeholder Seizes Money. 


All this was agreed to by Foltz, it is said, 
and then came the climax. Morton J. Ste- 
venson, who was chosen as stakeholder, 
seized the money, and Frank Crowe, As- 
sistant State’s Attorney, stepped into the 
room From an adjoining apartment, where 
he had been a witness to all that transpired. 
At the same time Attorney Platt handed the 
written agreement to the Assistant State's 
Attorney. An exciting scene followed, which 
ended in Foltz departing from the office. 

Attorney Folts, when seen at his home last 


evening, said: If there has been any black- 


mailing done, it has been by the other side.“ 


ARREST WAITS ELLIS ROBERTS. 


New York Court Issues a Capias for the 
Treasurer of the United 
States. 


New York, Oct. 22.—(Special.J—Ellis H. 
Roberts, Treasurer of the United States, will 
be locked up in Ludlow Street Jail if he can 
be found by any Deputy Sheriff within the 
jurisdiction of this State. 

Men from Sheriff Grill’s office have been 
watching for Treasurer Roberts for a long 
time, and his trips to this city have been 
so quietly made that the men who have 
been on the outlook for him have not learned 
of his presence here until after his return to 
the Treasury department at Washington.

Corrected Figures Show 399,252 Vot- 
ers in Chicago and 3,581 in Cicero— 
Only 1,600 Women Qualify for Fran- 
chise—Comparison with 1896 Indi- 
cates a Gain of 27,352—Final Count 

Makes Reductions in Several Wards

Revised figures for the registration in Chi- 
cago and Cicero, returned to the Board of 
Election Commissioners yesterday, 
402,833 are entitled to vote at the coming 
election. Of these 3,581 are recorded in the 
Cicero registry. Compared with 1896, when 
the revised registration showed 380,245 were 
entitled to franchise, the recent returns in- 
dicate an increase of 22,588. However, 6,264 
women registered in 1896, while the chief 
clerk of the Election board estimates only 
1,500 submitted their names this year. When 
the names of the women voters were sub- 
tracted in that year 373,981 names of male 
voters remained. On the basis of the chief 
clerk’s estimate this year the deduction of 
1,500 women from the revised returns would 
leave 401,338 male voters, an increase In 
male voters of 27,352 over 1806. 

According to the revised figures, errors 
occurred in the additions in the Seventh, 
Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, and Thir- 
when the corrected list was 
returned after the completion of the regis- 
tration. The corrected list issued by the 
Board of Election Commissioners contained 
In the four wards 
tioned the revised list has 112 more names 
than were credited to those wards in the 
corrected list, so the returns before revision 
should have been 405,591.

RUSSIA DRAWS 
_ LINE AT PEI HO, 


St. Petersburg Newspaper Says 
1 the Open Door May Only 
Prevail in the South. 


DISCUSS LATEST NOTE. 


| Considered Good Thing for Eng- 
lish and German Trade 
Interests. 


BERLIN PROUD OF SUCCESS. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune by 
Arthur L. Clarke.) 

LONDON, Oct. 23, 3 a. m.—Russtia, to judge 
from the expressions from St. Petersburg, 
does not feel particularly pleased by the terms 
of the Anglo-German convention. Accord- 
ing to the St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Times, the Novoe Vremya has this to say 
regarding the open door: 

Foreigners in any part of China are al- 
ways a certaln source of trouble, and north 
of the Pei Ho we cannot admit any other in- 
fluence but our own. We have no desire ta 
violate the territortal integrity of China, but 
we cannot have foreign traders and mission- 
aries creating trouble in the localities direct- 
ly connected with our dominions. Open the 
door throughout southern China, exploit into 
the heart of the country, spread the gospel 
with the sword as much as you like; that is 
your business. But we cannot open the doo 
to you in northern China.“ j 


Is Nice Thing for England. 

Speaking of the attitude of this paper the 
same correspondent says: 

„The Novoe Vremya admits the open door 
policy must be essentially profitable to both 
England and Germany as being the only two 
countries in which commerce and industry 

have reached the highest development, and no 
other nation can compete with them.”’ 

England, it says, is obliged to enter into an 
alliance with her great competitor to save 
herself from commercial defeat, and there- 
fore, if all the ports of China are opened and 
made free to trade, England and Germany 
will be masters of the situation in all of 
them. 

The Rossia, it is true,“ he says, pre- 
tends to long ago have foreseen by the 
changed attitude of Germany towards the 
Boers that the Anglo-German relations 
would result in an alliance of some sort, but 
it was evidently not prepared to see it take 
its present form, nor was it expected to come 
about just at the present juncture.“ 


Thinks China Must Break Up. 

„According to the Novoesti, the only 
newspaper that finds the agreement accept- 
able, an addition ought to be made for the 
purpose of opening up the whole of China 
to foreign trade and so put an end at once 
to all the absurd comedy played so long by 
the Chinese government. It concludes its 
article with a repetition of its well known 
and frequently expressed .opinion that a par- 
tition of China is inevitable and that the 
deeds of the powers in regard to this matter 
do not agree with their words.“ : 


Going Ahead in Manchuria. 

Another dispatch to the Times from 8t. 
Petersburg, under date of Oct. 22, says: 

“The Russians intend to lose no time in 
setting to work again on the great railway 
enterprise in Manchuria before the conclu- 
sion of military operation in that country 
and before all the Chinese troops there are 
exterminated. In accordance with what ap- 
pear to be the intentions of Generals 
Grodekoff and Gribsky, as indicated in their 
savage orders which thus far have been car- 
ried out with the greatest alacrity and suc- 
cess, last year’s Russian budgets have just 
been passed by the State Controller with ex- 
traordinary and a hitherto unprecedented 
‘surpius of no less than 185,000,000 rubles 
of revenue over and above the total expend- 


iture. 
Secret Work at Livadia. 

„It is safe to say that the visit of the Chi- 
nese Minister to Livadia, where the Russian 
court and the principal Ministers are now 
staying, and whence the Russian govern- 
ment is directed with more secrecy than 
would be possible here, is connected with an 
endeavor to make a separate arrangement 
concerning Manchuria. 

„The Russians will continue to exterminate 
the Chinese in the most ruthless manner in 
order to protect the future of the railway. 
A critical study of the official reports shows 
that Chinese resistance has been a meéro 
farce. The Russians have been only too glad 
of the opportunity to kill every Chinese sol- 
dier and to destroy every vestige of Chinese 
authority in Manchuria; and they have taken 
advantage of this farcical resistance with a 
vengeance.” . 


Germans Proud of Work. 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
BERLIN, Oct. 22.—Although no formal an- 
swers have yet been received from the powers 
regarding the Anglo-German agreement, 
Count voh Biilow, the Imperial Chancellor,

The State department today made public 
the correspondence Which has taken place 
between itself and the French government 
since the original French note respecting 
China. This last corfespondence consists of 
two notes exchanged between Secretary Hay 
and M. Thiebaut last week. 

The French note, after saying that all the 
interested powers have adhered to the es- 
sential principle of the French note, declares: 
_ The essential thing now is to show the Chinese 
government, which has declared itself ready to ne- 
gotiate, that the powers Are animated by the same 
spirit; that they are decided to respect the integ- 
rity of China and the independence of its govern- 
ment; but that they are none the less resolved to 
obtain the satisfaction to which they have a right. 

The memorandum of Secretary Hay on 
this point says: 

Holding, as it

LONDON, Oct. 23, 8 a. m.—Lord Salisbury 
left last night for Balmoral to discuss the 
Cabinet changes with the Queen, There is 
much speculation as to what the changes 
will be, as it is known that Lord Salisbury 
has the resignations of the entire Cabinet at 
his disposal. 

The Daily Express claims to have inside in- 
formation that Lord Curzon will leave India 
early in the new year on account of his wife's 
health, and to lead the House of Commons. 
He will be succeeded by Lord Cromer. The 
same paper also understands that Balfour 
will relieve Lord Salisbury in the direction 
of foreign affairs. Chamberlain is to re- 
main as Colonial Secretary and Ritchie be 
made Naval Secretary. 

Lord Lansdowne, the Express says, has 
twice offered his resignation, but is being 
pressed to retain his office until the govern- 
ment brings in its bill for army reform. If, 
however, Lansdowne insists upon quitting, 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh is to be his suc- 
cessor. It is expected that the new Cabinet 
will be cut from nineteen to fifteen or six- 
teen members. 


Students Mob Dowie.

to the side door. 


Fight Police on Streets. 

The conflict between students and police 
followed and for a time the sidewalk and 
street were covered with sprawling bobbies 
and medicos. The police in the end were 
victorious and eight students were marched 
off to jail. 

Dowie smiled unctuously as he entered 
the hall. On his arm leaned a woman clad 
in expensive furs. His smile changed to 
chagrin when several wicked students, who 
had secured tickets, greeted him with:

In her appeals for funds to carry out the 
work Miss Gonne says: It is owing to the 
neglect of these subjects by the present 
system of English education in Ireland that 
over 20,000 of Ireland's sons are today wear-

CREATES A STORM. 


Riders Upon the Pare des Princes 
Track Because of McFarland’s Ac- 


an Advertised Race on Sunday Night 
—His Action Is Harshly Criticised by 
the French Papers. 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—Sunday’s stormy incidents 
at the Parc des Princes, when MacFarland, 
the American cyclist, was obliged to abandon 
the race with Jacquelin owing to the menac- 
ing attitude of the crowd, have been followed 
by an extraordinary action on the part of M. 
Desgrange, manager of the racing track. 

The whole colony of American and English 
cyclists has been forbidden to.enter the 
grounds except to withdraw machines and 
other personal property. Yesterday after- 
noon Cooper and MacFarland went to the 
Pare des Princes to accomplish their daily 
training, but found that the gatekeeper had 
received strict orders not to allow them to 
enter. 

While they were arguing the point with him 
an Englishman named Chase arrived, only to 
find that he, as well as all other English rac- 
ing men, was included with the Americans 
among the expelled. 

M. Desgrange, in the course of an inter- 
view, declared that he had no personal re- 
sentment toward McFarland, his American 
compatriots or friends, but he desired to point 
out that Sunday’s incidents had cost him dear, 
as he had been compelled to return the gate 
money, to bear the cost of advertising, and to 
pay the wages of the staff, a total of several 
thousand francs. 

I desired to make an example, or a series of 
examples, for the sake of a prineiple,“ he said, 


as I consider that all racing men otight, up to 


a certain point, to defend the interests of organ- 
izers of races. Consequently, even if McFarland’s 
first reason for abstaining from the race was jus- 
tifiable—namely: the sodden state of the ground— 
his duty on seeing the turn things were taking 
was to jump on his machine in order to satiefy the 
public and to prevent a riot. This he did not do. 
So much the worse for me, but so much. also, the

“NOT THE TIME TO SWAP HORSES.” 

Mr. Bryan upon several occasions dur- 
ing this campaign has quoted Abraham Lin- 
coln’s pithy and apposite remarks, but there 
is one familiar saying of his which he has 
overlooked. This is all the more remarkable 
as it was made during a Presidential cam- 
paign and after renomination and fits the 
situation now as perfectly as it did then. 
After Mr. Lincoln's informal notification 
of his renomination he was called upon in 
Washington by a committee of the Union 
league, which informed him his nomina- 
tion had been indorsed by that organiza- 
tion. In his reply Mr. Lincoln said he 
did not “allow himself to suppose that 
either the convention or the league had 
concluded he was the greatest or the best 
man in America, but rather that they had 
decided it was not best to swap horses while 
crossing the stream.” 

Mr.. Bryan has not made this quotation. 
Perhaps he has forgotten it. If he will 
study the situation a little he will see how 
pertinent was Mr. Lincoln’s familiar illus- 
tration and how aptly it fits in this cam- 
paign. It was made during a period in 
the civil war when the outlook was not 
remarkably encouraging, by no means so 
encouraging as when the Democrats made 
their present nomination. But the people 
did not “swap horses,” and with Sher- 
man's success at Atlanta the tide turned 


and McCleilan had to admit the war was 


not “a failure,“ as his party in conven- 
tion had pronounced it. The war in the 
Philippines is a stuall one as compared 
with the civil war, but it is a war carried 
on by authority of Congress, and until it 
is finished it is poor time to “ swap horses.” 
The country will take Mr. Lincoln's ad- 
vice and wait until we are safely across the 
Philippine stream, 

The country, is still in the ‘middle of 
the stream as to other important ques- 
tions, and these must be settled before it 
will consent to“ swap horses.” The money 
question, as Secretary Gage has convincing- 
ly shown, was not definitely settled by the 
currency act of the last Congress and will 
not be until Bryan is defeated. That will 
dispose of him and of the money question, 
and then present legislation can be rein- 
forced so that the question will not come 
up again as an issue in a Presidential cam- 
paign. 

Nor is it yet definitely settled whether 
law and order are to prevail in this coun- 
try or confusion and anarchy as the re- 
sult of Bryan's appeals to the mob and 
his effort to array class against class. We 
are still in the middle of the stream as to 
this question, which can be settled only 
by the defeat of Bryan. 

It is not alone the Philippine question, 
imperialism, silver, law and order that 
must be settled, but also the dangerous 
doctrines of populism which have been 
inserted in the Democratic creed by Bryan 
and his followers. It will be more con- 
sistent to talk of swapping horses when 
Bryan is forever removed from politics 
and the Democrats have returned to their 
old moorings. Then, whatever party may 
be successful, there will be a guaranty that 
the mischievous doctrines of Bryanism will 
not come up againin any form. 

The people will take the same view of 
the situation in 1900 which Mr. Lincoln 
took of that in 1864, will recognize the 
wisdom of his homely illustration, and 
will decide with him that “it is not best 
to swap horses while crossing the stream.” 


SOME ILLINOIS CONGRESSMEN. 

The influence in the House of Represen- 
tatives which the Illinois delegation enjoys 
is due largely to the fact that the Repub- 
icans in the country districts have stood by 
a‘ good Representative when they got him. 
It is owing to the opposition to “ change 
for the sake of change that Mr. Cannon 
has been enabled to serve in thirteen Con- 
gresses and rise to the head of the Com- 
thittee on Appropriations; Mr. Hitt to serve 
in nine Congresses and become chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs; and 
Mr. Hopkins to serve in eight and get next 
to the head of the great Ways and Means 
committee. A Representative with ability 
but without experience is of little use to 

constituents or his State. A man of 
only ordinary capacity who has experience 
can be useful to both. Men of both ability 
and experience, like so many of those in 
the Illinois delegation, are too valuable to be 
let go. 

Fortunately there is little likelihood of 
the defeat of any of the Republican mem- 
bers from the country. There are but two 
districts which can fairly be considered 
close. One of those is the Fifteenth, which 
has been represented since 1892 by Ben- 
jamin F. Marsh. Two years ago he had 
a plurality of only 242 in a block of coun- 
ties which the Democrats, when they made 
the present apportionment, were confident 
would send a member of that party to the 
House. Possibly a Democrat would be 
elected this year were it not for the per- 
sonal popularity of Colonel Marsh, a rugged, 
sturdy old soldier, who has won the re- 
spect of his colleagues by his strict at- 
tention to the performance of his duties 
and by his fairness and honesty of purpose. 
It is difficult to believe that the constit- 
uents he has served so faithfully and et- 
ficiently will send to the House an inex- 
perienced man and a Democrat in his place. 


The Twenty-first District is an uncertain 


quantity. In 1898 it gave William A. Roden- 
berg, who is seeking a re@lection, a plurali- 
ty of 505. The result this year will depend 
to a considerable extent upon the votes 
of the Germans in St. Clair County. It 
they. vote, as it is believed they will, Mr. 
Rodenberg will be reélected, as he ought 
to be. He has displayed during his brief 
term of service marked aptitude for legis- 
lative business. If he is retained in the 
House he will become one of its most useful 
members. 

No Democrat is audacious enough to 
suggest even the bare possibility of the 
defeat of Mr. Hopkins in the Eighth Dis- 
trict, Mr. Hitt in the Ninth,’ Mr. Prince 
in the Tenth, Mr. Reeves in the Eleventh, 
Mr. Cannon in the Twelfth, Mr. Warner in 
the Thirteenth, or Mr. Smith in the Twen- 
ty-second. All those trained, experienced 
men, who have served in from three to 
thirteen Congresses and whose separation 
from their seats would impair so much 
the high standing and influence of Illinois 
in the national councils, are sure of re- 
election. The same may be said of Mr. 
Graff in the Fourteenth District, in spite 
of Democratic claims to the contrary. He 
had a plurality of almost 2,000 in the off 
year, 1898, and will get this year the heavier 
plurality he deserves. 

The Democrats should be content if they 
carry this year the five districts they car- 
ried two years ago, four of which went 


against them in 1896. In the Sixteenth, ’ 


which elected W. H. Hinrichsen in 1896

4,661 votes at the last election, the Re- 
publicans have an excellent candidate in 
Thomas Worthington, but it is not to be 
expected that he can carry so heavily Demo- 
cratic a district. In the Twentieth Alex- 
ander M. Funkhouser, a prominent lawyer, 
who was a Democrat up to the time of 
the nomination of Bryan, is -making an 
active campaign and is worrying James R. 
Williams, the sitting member, who is a 
candidate for reélection. The latter, how- 
ever, had a plurality of 2,014 votes in 1898 
and ought to consider himself reasonably 
safe. 

In the Nineteenth District, which went 
Democratic two years ago by 1,500, Horace 
S. Clark is the Republican candidate. His 
name is not unknown to Illinois Repub- 


licans. He was an efficient member of the 


State Senate for four years and is one 
of the ablest lawyers in his part of the 
State. His election would be a distinct 
gain to the delegation. 

In 1896 the Republicans elected James 
A. Connolly in the Seventeenth or San- 
gamon District by a plurality of ninety- 
nine. At the ensuing election the Démo- 
cratic candidate had a plurality of 2.240. 
The Republicans have nominated David 
Ross, a man of much natural ability, who 
was a coal miner for eighteen years, was 
once a member of the Legislature, and is 
now Secretary of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. He should be acceptable to the 
workingmen, and if they will vote for him 
his election is not impossible. 

The Eighteenth District gave in 1898 a 
Democratic plurality of 725 votes. The 
Republicans have nominated John J. Bren- 
holt, whom they consider an excellent man, 


‘for be has served acceptably in the State 


Legislature, and they have some hopes of 
carrying the district, though it is naturally 
Democratic. 

There is nothing discouraging: in the 
Congressional situation. There is every 
reason to believe the Republicans of the 
country districts will keep in Congress all 
the good men they have there now and may 
possibly add to their number. 


THE DEATH OF JOHN SHERMAN. 

With the death of Johu Sherman there 
passes from the scene a man whose life 
was for nearly forty-four years a part of 
the political history of his country. Of 
the men who entered public life about 
the time he did Mr. Galusha A. Grow is 
the only one who remains. He, however, 
never played the long, conspicuous part 
in public affairs which the Ohio states- 
man did. The latter appeared upon the 
stage before the Republican party was 
born. He ceased to be conspicuous in 
its councils only a little over two years ago. 
‘The upheaval occasigned by the passage 
of the Kansas-Nebraska bill sent Mr. Sher- 
man, then a conservative Whig, to the 
House of Representatives in 1855. He 
was one of the men who took part in 
that first victory of the anti-slavery forces, 
the election of N. P. Banks as Speaker. 
The report upon affairs in Kansas of the 
committee of which he was a member 
made his name widely known throughout 
the country. His associates in the House 
soon learned that the Ohio lawyer was 
a man of singular ability, not merely as a 
working but also as a speaking member. 
By the close of his second term he was 
cousidered one of the leading men in Con- 
gress. 

When the Republican party was formed 
he naturally became a member of it, sym- 
pathizing with the conservative rather than 
with the radical wing of the party. He 
was its preferred candidate for Speaker 
in 1859, but failed of election because he 
had signed an indorsement of an anti-slavery 
book. 

The appointment of Senator Chase as 
Secretary of the Treasury was followed 
by Mr. Sherman's transfer to the Senate. 
Then new questions presented themselves 
with which the public of today is far more 
familiar than it is with those controversies 
over the Lecompton constitution and Kan- 
sas, which raged forty-five years ago. Mr. 
Sherman had displayed while in the House 
his ability to deal with financial] questions, 
and to them he gave his special attention 
after he entered the Senate. He labored as- 
siduously to maintain and strengthen the 
public credit and to provide for the sup- 
port of the armies, and was as useful to 


‘his country at Washington as his illus- 


trious brother was in the field. John Sher- 
man was one of the men upon whom 
President Lincoln leaned and who never 
failed him. No man in Congress contribut- 
ed more towards the suppression of the 
rebellion than Mr. Sherman. 

He was an earnest advocate of the na- 
tional bank plan devised by Secretary 
Chase, with whom he always worked in 
harmony. He favored making the green- 
backs a legal tender, a measure which 
nearly all the Republican Senators ob- 
jected to, and it was partly through his 
influence, that that proposition of Secretary 
Chase was carried out. Mr. Sherman de- 
fended it as a measure of necessity. That 
it was. necessary was denied then and 
is still denied by many. 

However much the wisdom of the view 
taken them by Mr. Sherman may be dis- 
puted, he must be given full credit for 
fis subsequent efforts for the resumption 
of specie payment. He fought hard for 
that, though he did not for the refunding 
of the greenbacks. He drafted the meas- 
ure for the gold redemption of the. legal 
tenders, and as Secretary of the Treasury 
he put it into operation at a time when 
its feasibility was denied by some and 
doubted by many. 

When the so-called crime of 1873 " was 
committed Mr. Sherman was chairman of 
the Finance committee. That measure, for 
which he and nearly everybody else in Con- 
gress voted, is an illustration of the good 
men can do ignorantly. But for it specie 
payment would have been resumed on a 
silver basis and it is doubtful whether a 
return to the gold standard would have 
been possible. Not one of those who voted 
in 1873 to drop the silver dollar suspected 
the impending fall in the value of silver. 
If Mr. Sherman acted wisely then without 
knowing it, he acted wisely and intelligent- 
ly when he opposed, as Secretary of the 


Treasury, the policy of coining legal tender 


silver dollars under the Bland-Allison law. 
He and President Hayes were more 
sagacious then than Congress and the 
people knew. 

The precise extent to which Mr. Sher- 
man was responsible for the compromise 
silver purchase act of 1890, to which his 
name commonly has been attached, is un- 
certain. He claimed that he had little to 
do with it, and admitted that it was a 


bad law, which he favored only because 


otherwise a free silver bil] would have been 
passed which would have put President 
Harrison in an embarrassing position. 
While Mr. Sherman took a specia! interest 
in financial questions, other subjects were 
not neglected by him.

While most men looked on Mr. Sherman 
as exceptionally fortunate, he was of a 
different opinion. He had won reputation 
in Congress and in the Cabinet, but he 
wanted to go a step higher, and his inability 
to do so was an intensely bitter disappoint- 
ment to him. He felt it as Webster did. 
He was a candidate for the Presidential 
nomination in 1880, 1884, and 1888, and 
yet there never was any hope for him. 
He was a cold, reserved man, who had 
few followers outside his own State ex- 
cept those for whom he had secured offices 
or who expected offices from him. That 
affectionate support which men like Blaine 
had was denied him. Mr. Sherman could 
not see wherein his weakness lay and at- 
tributed to treachery the refusals of suc- 
cessive conventions to nominate a man 
who they knew was not an available can- 
didate in spite of his ability and honesty. 

One of the few mistakes he made was 
in not retiring from the Senate earlier than 
he did. Then his public career would not 
have ended so ingloriously as it did. It 
is difficult, however, for a man who has 
been long in public life to believe that his 
period of usefulness is past and that it is 
best for him to retire to private life. But 
Mr. Sherman’s brief and ineffective service 
in the State department will be forgotten. 
The valuable work he did in Congress and 
in the Treasury department will be remem- 
bered. 


NEW SCHEMES OF MOTHERS’ CONGRESS. 

The Mothers’ congress which recently 
met at Riverton, N. J., is a more progres- 
sive organization than that which is ac- | 


city.. It differs from the latter also in 
that its membership appears to consist ax- 
clusively of mothers, while the Handel Hall 
organization includes many unmarried wom- 
en and several men who are not mothers. 
Tus Trisune is not definitely aware of 
the status of the New Jersey congress or 
its relation to other mothers’ congresses, 
but as it is purely a mothers’ congress un- 
usual interest attaches to its program. Its 
object in a general way is “to raise the 
standard of home life,” and to accomplish 
this it proposes a scheme of “ wiser and 
better parenthood.” Thus far it has out- 
lined two departments of work. The first 
is to corral the brides in New Jersey, 
organize them into classes, and teach them 
the most advanced and scientific methods 
of rearing infants. The second is to de 
vise methods for keeping husbands at home 
nights. It is not exactly clear what bearing 
this has upon infant-rearing, as men are 
usually in the way of such work, but, as 
a matter of pure ethics and “ better parent- 
hood,” the mothers are probably on the 
right tack. Unquestionably men are out 
too much nights. They are weak creatures . 
and susceptible to the many temptations 
of clubs and theaters, and will scurry off 
after dinner upon all sorts of pretenses 
and usually do not come back until all the 
other places are closed. They may resent 
this invasion of their privilege, but if the 
mothers are firm with them they can un- 
doubtedly be kept at home and made to con- 
tribute their share towards “ the wiser and 
better parenthood” which is one of the 
fundamental objects of the organization. 
When the Mothers’ congress has sup- 
plied the brides with useful knowledge and 
has restricted the tendencies of men to 
run round nights, its duties will not be 
completed. At the recent meeting of the 
Federation of. Illinois Women's Clubs the 
assembled women were vigorously rebuked 
by Mrs. Sherman, Mrs. Peattie, and other 
mothers for their neglect of their home 
duties and of the obligations of maternity. 
If such be the case in Illinois it must 
be the same in New Jersey. The Mothers’ 
congress, therefore, will not perform its 
whole duty if it confines itself to brides 
and husbands. It is all right that brides 
should know something of infant indus- 
tries, but if husbands are to be kept at 
home they will sternly insist that wives 
shall stay at home also. Husbands unas- 
sisted cannot be expected to “raise the 
standard of home life or develop“ a wiser 


MERIT SYSTEM IN STREET CAR SERVICE. 

President John M. Roach of the Union 
Traction company announces a policy in 
the treatment of the 5,000 employés of 
North and West Side, street railroad sys- 
tems which, if carried out, should result, 
as he predicts, in benefit to both the men 
and the public which they serve. He pro- 
poses, among other things, the erection of 
two clubhouses, one on each side, for the 
use of the men and their families. In 
these houses, which are to be built and 
conducted at the empense of the company, 
it is proposed to give lectures and enter- 
tainments of various kinds which all the 
people directly interested in the operation 
of the various lines are to be invited to 
attend. They are also to be used as meet- 
ing places where President Roach and 
other officials of the company can meet 
and talk over various changes and improve- 
ments in the running of the system. It is 
doubtless true that many if not most of 
the troubles between employers and em- 
ployés might be avoided if there was a 
mutual acquaintance and understanding be- 
tween the two .parties to the controversy. 
A meeting place where they can come to- 
gether on a common footing might do much 
to make such an acquaintance and under- 
standing possible, 

President Roach also proposes to put all 
the men on a merit basis, marking them 
on the scale of 100, and adding or deduct- 
ing from the marking as facts justify. 
Promotions are to be based entirely on 
the figures of these personal records of ef- 
ficiency. Several large corporations have 
adopted and are now using similar systems 
and, as a rule, they seem to be better than

A Play in Six Scenes, Dramatized by 
Lorimer Stoddard from F. Marion Craw- 
ford’s Story of That Name. Presented 
at Powers’ Theater by Miss Viola Allen

In the kindest manner in which it is possi- 
ble to tell a truth which must of necessity 
have a harsh sound, one is forced to say that 
„In the Palace of the King cannot be ex- 
pected to add new prestige to the name of 
Miss Viola Allen. That it should have been 
able to promise a popularity equal to that 
given by The Christian —a somewhat jar- 
ring but undeniably forceful play-hardiy 
| was to have deen looked for; but there was 
reason for anticipating a picturesque and 
effective. drama in a play wrought from 
Spanish legend and warmed with Latin ro- 
mance. Instead, the offering at Powers’ The- 
ater last night was a heavy thing of tangled 
plot and stumbling action, beginning tedi- 
ously, progressing laboriously, and ending 
awkwardly—a bad melodrama. 

At intervals, however, one was given rea- 
son for hoping that the gleam of a brilliant 
bit would pay the price necessary to redeem 
the sodden whole. Sometimes the exuber- 
ance of Miss Allen’s own spirits lifted the 
audience to a lightsome frame of mind. 
Sometimes the aptness of the stage picture 
caught the eye and held it until dramatic 
defects seemed pardonable. 

Once an actor in a character part came 
near making the play a success without re- 
gard to star, or support, or stage setting. 
In a few short seconds William Norris, in 
the réle of the court fool Miguel, carried an 
audience away from itself as no Chicago 
audience has been carried this season. Aid- 
ed somewhat by makeup, and more by situa- 
tion, but chiefly by his own ability, he exer- 
cised a spell over his hearers. As Miguel, the 
dwarf, grotesquely garbed as the court fool, 
he found himself confronted in one scene 
with theadventuress of the play, the Princess 
of -Eboli. An innocent blind girl, hidden in 
the same apartment, would have been her 
victim, and in order to let the latter escape 
the misshapen being simulated moon-mad- 
ness—dancing, singing, Writhing. The power 
of the episode was im its weirdness and in its 
suddenness. 

Of Mr. Stoddard's success or failure as a 
dramatizer of F. Marion Crawford's ro- 


mance one cannot speak with exactness. 


The story has not come out of its serial state. 
Not having read the chapters published one 
is in a position at least to consider the stage 
output solely as a play, and as a play it is in- 
coherent, whether faithful or faithless to its 
original. From the knowledge that the 
Cardinal Luis de Torres is of the stage but 
not the book version one may perhaps sus- 
pect the latter. In the story, it appears, Don 
Juan himself was wounded. In a book a 
hero has a chance to recover, but not on 
the stage; hence, a new personage was in- 
troduced to receive the blow and to recover 
conveniently behind the scenes. The suppo- 
sition that murder had been done gave the 
only motive the last two scenes had for ex- 
istence. 

In the first half of the play there seemed 
also @ prospect that Mise Allen’s role would 
not only hold the entire play together but 
would give it an excuse for moderate good 
fortune. The part remained happy through- 
out in so far as portrayal went, the comedy 
being lightly touched, the sentiment being 
kept from sentimentality, and even the herv- 
ics modified, but in the end disturbing ele- 
ments were too many and too strange. A 
cardinal who wassdead in one act and alive 
in time for the last scene—no explanation 
intervening—was too grewsome a factor to 
be accepted. The tendency to substitute 
noisy ‘for dramatic climaxes also increased 
as the plot thickened. One gained the im- 
pression that the maker of the play lost con- 
trol of it somewhere in the fourth scene. 

There were no acts in the play, it should be 
said. It was divided into six scenes, which 
were supposed to approximate the time it 
took the play’s events to transpire—one even- 
ing. 

Just why Don John and his fair but humble 
Dona Dolores were not married in any one of 
several scenes was not remarkably apparent. 


He did not fear his half-brother, King Philip; 


he never was seriously threatened by the 
studied intrigues of the adventuress, and he 
laughed at the crochets of a bigoted father. 
But he won Dona Dolores at last, anyway, or 
rather she won him; for it was not until she 
had experienced the pastime of command- 
ing a King to confess the seeming murder 
that the order for her lover's release was 
given. Then. the supposedly murdered 
Cardinal came to life, and promised to bind 
the Prince and the maiden together forever. 

The actor who supported Mies Allen in the 
réle of Don John was Robert T. nes, al- 
most unknown in Chicago. He was a ro- 
mantic actor of a not unfamiliar type, but 
his manliness of bearing was pleasing, and 
his moderation was commendable. Edgar L. 
Davenport was an impressive Cardinal, but 
the part was small. Marcia Van Dresser, 
once more an actress, did not lift the 
part of the adventuress above the conven- 
tional, though her beauty was her helper. 
The other players were as satisfactory as 
need be. 

The pictorial merit of the play was excep- 
tional.

The occasion must be put down 
as one of the few which make real theatrical 
history. How great the mental and physical 
strain of it was to the frail, young actress, 
who has taken her place so quickly among 
the celebrities of the stage, no one but Miss 
Adams can appreciate. That the nervous 
strain was great was often apparent, and at 
several points in the drama it serio¥sly 
marred her acting.

With the needed help of 
a play undeniably great, and all the acces- 
sories of good stage management and fine 
pictorial equipment, provided by Charles 
Frohman regardless of cost, she proved that 
she was fairly justified in attempting in her 
own way the character which Bernhardt has 
made great. She drew deeply upon her 
peculiar gifts of pathetic force and tender 
sympathy. She filled the character and the 
play .with her own individuality. She did 
not rise to moments of the required emo- 
tional greatness, nor did she attempt it. 
But her acting. pitched, as it was, in a mod- 
erate key, went tothe mark. Therefore her 
success is entitled to a full measure of praise. 
Best of all, her Eaglet was her own 
not Bernhardt's. 

Of the greatness of the drama, apart from 
its interpretation, there can be no question. 
It is a masterpiece, richer by far in dramatic 
possibilities than Cyrano,“ yet not so satu- 
rated with romantic interest. In the number 
of spoken words the leading réle is longer 
than Hamlet, and, classic enthusiasts to the 
contrary, it is not a long way behind the 
Dane in dramatic opportunities. The char- 
acter is that of a boy, but by its nature it 
must always be played by a woman. 

Miss Adams’ appearance as she entered the 
regal drawing-room of Maria Louisa, with 
cool, park vistas showing through the open 
windows, caused a shock to those who re- 
membered her as the pert and impish Lady 
Babble. As the puny King of Rome she wore 
a black, close fitting riding suit, with flowing 
mantle. Polished riding boots reached nearly 
to her knees, and in her hand she languldly 
dangled a riding whip. The somber costume 
intensified her pale, wan features beneath 
her loose yellowish hair. She looked the 
weakling, thin chested, narrow shouldered, 
physically insignificant. In her manner she 
seemed pensive, sad, a burden to hersef.

The scene with the teachers, who in their 
history lesson belittled Napoleon’s achieve- 
ments, gave the actress her first great oppor- 
tunity, and she arose to it well. Her recital 
of Napoleon's glorious deeds was thrilling. 
Her pale face flamed with scorn, her slight 
body throbbed with emotion and resentment. 
There were wit, satire, and passionate anger 
in her words. It was the best thing she did 
in the play. 

The next great situation came toward the 
end of the second act. It was the one in 
which Metternich, the cruel Chancellor of 
Austria, drags the youth before a mirror and 
attempts to discourage his ambitions to re- 
turn to France by showing him and scoffing 
at his puny, fragile, insignificant image. The 
time is night. The high vaulted, heavily fur- 
nished library is dim in the flickering light of 
a single candle. 

The eaglet recoils before his own image 
and hides with his hands the picture of his 
sickly face. He shudders as he listens to the 
story of his own weakness, and then, goaded 
to frenzy by the insults, he recovers what 
little power there is in him and dashes the 
candle at the reflection of his own hateful 
image. 

Estimates of Miss Adams’ acting in this re- 
markable scene will vary. She certainly did 
‘not arouse as much real emotion as in the 
preceding scene. But, considering the ea- 
glet's real character, its puny physical flight, 
and its mentel weakness, the portrayal con- 
veyed the impressions intended. The high- 
est emotional intensity was not reached, but 
something which was Mies Adams’ own was 
infused in it, a pathos and a sympathetic 
appeal that went to the heart. 

Wagram Field, where the conspirators 
meet, is the grandest stage picture of the 


year. 

In the death picture of the last act Miss 
Adams gave evidence of her own physical ex- 
ertion, and her acting, while pathetic, lacked 
Imaginative color. 

Miss Adams has the support of an excep- 
tionally large and ordinarily good cast. 

The auditors were keenly attentive to the 
lines of the play, and there was less of the 
stir and bustle than is noticeable at first 
nights of productions by popular stars. 

When the audience was dismissed Broad- 
way was blocked by carriages. It was nearly 
midnight before the street was cleared.

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LOCAL BANK TAKES BONDS 


Ends Controversy by Purchasing Se- 
curities—Pays Par, Accrued Inter- 
est, and $2,500 Premium for $2,275,- 
000 of Securities—Legality Upheld 
by John F. Wilson — Local Stocks 

‘Rise in Active Trading—Allotments 
to C. and A. Subscription Helders. 


The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank is the 
final successful bidder for the $2,275,000 Sani- 
tary district bonds. The trustees held a 
special meeting at neon yesterday and 
awarded the issue to the bank at par, ac- 
crued interest. and a premium of $2,500. This 
puts a stop to the controversy over the se- 
curities, which has lasted nearly four weeks. 

‘The trustees have been in negotiation with 
the bank's officials for several days, and on 
the advice of John P. Wilson, whe gave an 
opinion that the bonds are legal, the transac- 
tion was closed. Action was necessary, as 
it is expected the new valuation, which will 
be certified by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion soon, will be much less for the district 
than the present ene, meking its limit of 
bonded indebtedness lower. Mr. Wilson 
made several suggestions which were em- 
bodied in an amended ordinance under his 
directien and passed by the board. 

The bonds bear 4 per cent interest and run 
from one to twenty years, one-twentieth 
being redeemable each year. They are 
dated Oct. 1, and the selling price te the 
bank is equivalent to 100.1, or a Nttle ever a 
4 per cent basis. The state of the money 
market so near election prevents a higher 
premium. . 

The bonds were put out by authority of an 
ordinance passed on Sept. 12 providing for 
the issue of $2,500,000 bonds. Only one bid 
“was received. That was from a syndicate 
composed of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, First National Bank, Merchants’ Loan 
and Trust company, N. W. Harris & Co., 
Farson, Leach & Co., Trowbridge & Niver 
company, Mason, Lewis & Co., Seasongood 
& Mayer, and R. Kleybolte & Co., which 
offered a premium of $2,500. Believing they 
ought to get more, the trustees rejected the 


eae bid and advertised again. The New York 


Trust and Security company made the only 
bid the second time, offering on behalf of an 
Dastern syndicate par, accrued interest, and 
$25,000 premium, and was awarded the bonds. 
When the legality of the issue was attacked 
the company surrounded its bid with condi- 
tions which the board thought unreasonable. 
The order awarding the bonds to the New 
York syndicate was therefore held in abey- 
ance and rescinded yesterday. 

When the outcome of the sale looked doubt- 
ful for the Sanitary District the IIlinois 
Trust and Savings Bank offered to take the 
bonds, stipulating only that the issue be re- 
. fuced to $2,875,000. The installment falling 
due Oct. 1, 1901, was withdrawn. The limit 
pf the bended indebtedness of the district. 
under the present equalized valuation is 
515,000,000. Counting the present issue, 
there will be $14,585,000 outstanding. Next 
month $100,000 falls due and in January 
$480,000 must be redeemed.

STOCKS SHOW SHARP GAIN. 


Active Market, in Spite of Adverse Con- 
ditions, Brings Prices to a 
Higher Level. 


(BY E. W. HARDEN.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22—[Special.J—In the 
most actfve market that Wall street has 
seen for months stocks today showed a sharp 
gain and clesed nearly at the top. The gain came 
notwithstanding advancing interest rates, call 
money going up to 6 per cent during the after- 
noon, and in spite ot heavy liquidation on the part 
of some of the bulls who have been actively 
operating in the market. The Chicago crowd, of 
which John W. Gates is the reputed leader, was 
reported to have sold 100,000 shares of stock in 
today’s market. The professionals were not as 
active on the bull side as they were early in last 
week, the public seeming again to come into the 
market and take it out of the hands of the big trad- 
ers. London helped the stock market materially 
today. It bought heavily of stocks during the ad- 
vance, and while there was some selling by ar- 
bitrage houses, it is estimated that fully 50,090 
shares of stock were bought during the day for 
Londen acceunt. 

People’s Gas was one of the strongest stocks in 
the list today. The transactions in this stock were 
not as large as in several of the other securities, 
but the early demand, coupled with the small 
amount of stock offered, forced prices up to 96. 
This is the highest price made on People's Gas 
since the gas war in Chicago began. The close @* 
94% represented a net gain of 2% points. It is 
currently reported that New York traders have 
been hit hard in the advance in this stock. There 
was heavy short selling of the stock, and these 
traders are now covering at heavy losses to them-

What counted 
against the price as much as anything was 
the ight outside trade. World’s shipments 
were smaller than anticipated, 6,980,000 bu, 
compared with 9,269,000 bu the week before, 
and 7,864,000 bu the corresponding week last 
year. The decrease was largely owing to a 
falling off in Russian exports, which were 
1,544,000 bu, compared with 2,416,000 bu the 
week before and 2,096,000 bu the correspond- 
ing week last year. This was taken as a 
practical intimation that the price was get- 
ting too low to induce heavy shipments from 
that quarter. The amount on ocean passage 
decreased 408,000 bu, to a total of 28,056,000 
bu, compared with 26,472,000 bu a year ago, 
when there had been a decrease of 1,256,009 


bu. There was less encouragement for 
holders in the domestic figures. The 
visible supply showed a liberal In- 


crease of 1,335,000 bu, compared with one 
of 1,241,000 bu last year.

Dreyer, served on State's Attorney Deneen 
notice that at 2 o’clock today he would pre- 
sent a motion to Judge Waterman asking 
the court to certify an amended bill of ex- 
ceptions to the Supreme Court in his client's 
case. The motion is the beginning of another 
phase of the stubborn fight to save Dreyer 
from Joliet. : 

If the amendments are signed they will be 
at once certified to the Supreme Court, and 
if. there considered of sufficient moment 
might cause a reversal of the recent order 
affirming the conviction of Dreyer. 

Mr. Austrian refuses to disclose the nature 
of the amendments to which he will ask the 
court to certify, but expresses confidence in 
the favorable outcome of the motion. He 
also declines to express an opinion on the 
decision of the Supreme Court, which he had 
received from Springfield. 

“We have not given up the fight by any 
means and have no doubt that in the end 
we will be successful in freeing Mr. Dreyer,“ 
said Mr. Austrian. 

The State’s Attorney will combat the mo- 
tion and will ask to have the mandate filed 
and the mittimus issued as soon as received 
from the Supreme Court. The defense has 
twenty days from last Saturday in which to 
file a petition for a rehearing in the case, and 
the motion for an amended bill of exceptions 
is supposed to be preparatory to the filing 
of such a petition. 

Mr. Dreyer has declared war on State’s 
Attorney Deneen and predicts that his 
friends will do all in their power to defeat 
him reélection to the office which he now 
holds. 

“There are many in Chicago who know 
that I have not received justice,“ he said, 
„ and they will vote against Mr. Deneen.”’

Will Sell to the Burlington. 


Special meetings of the stockholders of 
nineteen Iowa roads, now leased and oper- 
ated by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad company, were held in Chicago yes- 
terday. They ratified the action of their 
directors in agreeing to sell to the Burlington 
company outright the properties in which 
they are interested.

Chariton, Des Moines and Southern: Des 
Moines and Knoxville, Humiston and Shen- 
nandoah, Murray and Creston, Red Oak and 
Atlantico. 

At their annual meeting on Nov. 7 the 
stockholders of the Burlington will be asked 
by the directors to approve of the purchase 
of these properties in the interest of economy 
and improved methods of operation. 


September Earnings Decrease.

SCHOOL FIRE ESCAPES. 


Lights Ordered Under Elevated 
Railroads and Subways to 
— Prevent Holdups. 


ADJOURN THREE WEEKS. 


WORK DONE BY THE COUNCIL. 


Awarded the contract for completion of the 
Thirty-ninth street intercepting sewer to John 

P. Agnew. 

Passed an order instructing the Commissioner 

ef Buildings to cause the erection of fire es- 
capes on school buildings. 

Passed ‘an order instructing the superintendent 
of the electrical department to place lights 
under all elevated structures and in all sub- 
ways. 

Revived that section of the building ordinance 
providing for the protection of machinery. 

Deferred an order instructing the Corporation 
Counsel to begin legal proceedings to secure 
possession of California and Washtenaw ave- 
nues, from Kinzie street to Grand avenue. 

Referred an ofder to place in service all street 
lights which have been discontinued. 

_ Received the Mayor’s veto of the order to pay 
Miss Fanny O’Grady $250 for vacation of a 
city house. 

Passed an order to adjourn until Nov. 13. 


The City Council last night awarded the 
contract for the completion of the Thirty- 
ninth ‘street intercepting sewer to John P. 
Agnew. With the completion of the 5,400 feet 
which remained unfinished when the Star 
Construction company abandoned the work 
one of the last links in the sanitary system of 
Chicago will have been placed in service and 
a vast area south of Thirty-ninth street will 
begin to secure the benefits of the drainage 
canal. When the lateral branch extending 
south from Thirty-ninth street has been con- 
structed the pollution of the lake on the 
South Side will cease. 

In addition to this sanitary measure the 
Council passed three other orders for the 
protection of residents. The Commissioner 
of Buildings was instructed to secure the 
erection of fire escapes on schoolhouses for 
the safety of pupils and teachers. To pro- 
tect citizens against holdup men the City 
Electrician was ordered to place lights under 
the elevated railroads and the elevated 
tracks of steam railways. For the safety of 
artisans and factory workingmen a section 
of the building ordinance was revived, re- 
quiring belting, shafting, and gearing to be 
guarded. 


Sewer Contract $637,200. 

The cost of the completion of the inter- 
cepting sewer will be $637,200, the unfinished 
portions being from Butler to Dearborn 
streets and from Vincennes to Lake avenues. 
The contract is for $118 a foot, the next bid 
being that of Gahan & Byrne at $129.38 a 
foot. The work is expected to be completed 
- within eighteen months. The National Surety 
company, which guaranteed the completion 
of the work by the Star Caopstruction com- 
pany, is responsible for the cost of construc- 
tion by another contractor. 

A strip of 500 feet from Lake avenue to the 
lake is not provided for by the terms of the 
contract, but John P. Agnew will present a 
bid for this work at the same terms. 

According to the resolution by which Al- 
derman Finn provided for the erection of fire 

- escapes on school buildings, it was declared 
that the Board of Education, by its neglect 
to provide such safety provisions, encour- 
aged a similar neglect on the part of other 
owners of large buildings. 

School buildings come within the provi- 
sions of the ordinance,“ said Alderman Finn 
in his resolution, and are without these 
safeguards. This apparent disregard on the 
part of the Board of Education has served as 
an excuse for further violations by other 
owners of buildings.“ 


Lights for Subways. 


Alderman Raymer had the order for light- 
ing subways and areas under elevated struc- 
tures passed, with a preamble relating 
that “ inoffensive citizens were held up by 
dangerous characters under and in such 
places, and that if the places were lighted 
“the inoffensive citizens could see the dan- 
gerous characters and avoid them.“ 

Alderman Goldzier secured the passage of 
an order reviving the portion of the build- 
ing ordinance prescribing that shafting, 
belting, and gearing in shops and factories 
be guarded, so as to protect the workmen. 
The provision was included in the code be- 

Tore revision, but was dropped out after re- 
vision. 

Alderman Bos desired the passage of an 
order to instruct the Corporation Counsel to 
begin proceedings to secure California and 
‘Washtenaw avenues, from Kinzie street to 
Grand avenue, for city purposes. They are 
now occupied by the tracks of the Chicago 


waukee and St. Paul railroads. In an opin- 

ton the Corporation Counsel held that there 
was no record to show that the land ever had 
been dedicated as a street. 

The Corporation Counsel was instructed 
to secure the enforcement of the ordinance 
of the Northwestern Elevated company 
‘which requires the company to carry letter- 
carriers in uniform free of charge. 

Not more than half of the Aldermen were 
aware that an order had been passed for the 
adjournment of the Council until @fter the 
election. It was introduced by Alderman 
Patterson. . 


WILL FIGHT NEW WARD LINES. 


Ald. Alling to Lead Opposition Against 
Consolidating the Second and 
Third—Mistake in Maps. 


- Alderman Alling will lead a fight against 
the redistricting plans from the floor of the 
Council when the new ward lines come up for 
passage. The contest will be made on the 
apportionment of the South Side wards. 
The point he hopes to achieve is to prevent 
the consolidation of the Second and Third 
Wards and the throwing together of four 
Republican Aldermen, two of whom will 
have to retire. By a mistake, the maps in 
the possession of the committee, after they 
had been decided on Saturday, showed one 
of the new South Side wards created out of 
part of the territory of the Thirty-firet. The 
correction was made yesterday. The new 
ward is part of the Twenty-ninth and Thir- 
tieth Wards, bounded by Thirty-ninth street, 
Steward avenue, Fortieth street, State 
street, Fifty-ninth street, and Halsted street. 
The new ward had been given to the Thirty- 
second Ward according to the maps before. 


FERGUS COMPANY WINS A POINT. 


Judge Dunne Sets Aside Writ in the 
; Fight for Michigan Street 
Premises. 


Another chapter was added 
the fight between the Fergus — foot 
pany and William H. Payne for possession of 
the premises at 191 and 193 Michigan street 
Payne secured a writ of restitution a week 
ago from Judge Dunne, and the Sheriff, with 
a posse, served it, throwing the Fergus print- 
ing plantintothestreet. Yesterday morning 
Judge Dunne set aside the writ on account of 
failure to give the required notice before the 
writ was secured. The members of the print- 
company, however, refused to return to 
the building and announced their intention of 
bringing suit for damages. The trouble arose 
over the terms of a verbal lease, under which 


the Fergus Printing company held the prem- 
ises. 


GOAL STRIKE NBARS END 


PRESIDENT MITCHELL SAYS MEN 
AWAIT UNANIMOUS OFFER. - 


When All Operators Post Notices in 
Compliance with Their Own Agree- 
ment the Miners will Return te 
Work—Question of Price for Pow- 
der Will Be Ignored in a Settlement 
—Union Leader Approves the Terms 
of Compromise Now Before Diggers. 


Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 22.—President Mitchell, 
in an interview tonight, practically admitted 
that the anthracite coal.miners’ strike would 
end as soon as all the operators posted a 
notice guaranteeing the payment of a 10 per 
cent advance in wages until Aprill. Presi- 


dent Mitchell said: 


“The prospect of an early settlement of 
the coal strike is becoming brighter. Some 
of the operators have not yet posted notices 
signifying their willingness to fall in line 
either with the Reading company or 
with the proposition made by the 
Lehigh Valley company in the FHasle- 
ton region. If all of them notify their 
employés, by posting notices or otherwise, 
that an actual advance of 10 per cent will be 
paid each mine employé, and guarantee its 
continuance until April 1, together with the 
abolition of the sliding scale, I believe that 
the terms would be accepted by the mine 


workers. 


“The reduction in powder from 32.78 to 
$1.50 has confused the minds of the miners, 
but some of the operators have so fully ex- 
plained how contract, miners could receive 


the full advance of 10 per cent as well as all 


other employés that I believe that this ob- 
stacie can be overcome.” 


Many Companies Pést No Notices. 


Some of the coal companies are showing a 
disposition not to issue a second notice guar- 
anteeing the payment of the 10 per cent in- 
crease in wages until April. Among these 
are the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
and the Delaware and Hudson, the officials 
of which companies are reported to have de- 
clined to issue a supplemental notice. The 
labor leaders, however, hope the companies 
will in some way make known that they will 
guarantee the payment of the advance until 
April 1. * 

The largest labor demonstration ever held 
in this city took place today, when nearly 
7,000 miners paraded the streets. In a car- 
riage at their head rode President Mitchell, 
who was received with enthusiasm all along 
the march. Thousands of miners accom- 
panied by their families came to the city 
from every mining town in the region to view 
the parade. 

A mass-meeting was held, at which Presi- 
dent Mitchell was the principal speaker. 


Riot at Wilkesbarre Mines. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 22.—A gang of men 
going to work to screen coal on the bank of 
the Empire mine this morning were set upon 
by a mob of men, women, and boys. John J. 
O'Hara, foreman of the gang, was knocked 
down with a stone and his nose fractured, 
Several other workmen were slightly in- 
jured. During the mélée several shots were 
fired. One bullet grazed the ear of Coal and 
Iron Policeman McCall. The mob destroyed 
all tools of the workmen. The local offi- 


_cerapof the United Mine Workers say none of 


their men engaged in the fight.

IMPROVEMENTS. 


Commissioner McGann Re- 
ports to Council What Was 
Done Last Year. | 


SHOWING SATISFACTORY. 


Conditions as Given Are Upposed 
to Charges Made by 
Ald. Fowler. 


HOW FUNDS WERE SPENT. 


‘Municipal improvements for the last year 
are described in the report of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works sent to the City Coun- 
cil last night by Commissioner McGann, 
The period for which the report is made 
ended on Dec. 31, 1899. In opposition to the 
accusations of Alderman Fowler, as heard 
before the Civil Service commission, the city 
officials describe a satisfactory state of af- 
fairs, to which description is added several 
recommendations in cases where the opera- 
tion of & law is said not to be entirely smooth. 

The verdict of the commission, expected 
within a few days, will indicate whether the 
report of the city officials or the charges of 
Alderman Fowler were correctly based. 


What the Report Shows. | 
In his report the commissioner hints ata 
reform in the Board of Local Improvements 
which is expected to form a part of the ver- 
dict of the Civil Service commission. He 
recommends that the city arrange for a 
meeting with a committee to be appointed 
by the Real Estate board and other interest- 
ed organizations to frame needed amend- 
ments to the law. The report shows the fol- 
lowing municipal improvements: 
The elevation of 16.6 milés of railroad tracks and 
the elimination of ninety-three grade crossings. 
The construction of 246.07 miles of sidewalk and 
the repairing of 69.38 miles. | 
The addition of 45.5 miles of pipe to the water 


system. 
The completion of the Carter H. Harrison crib. 
The laying of forty-nine miles of pavement, of 


| which 11.91 miles were of asphalt. 


The expenditure of $770,327 for street and alley 
cleaning, an average of $617 per mile of paved 
etreet and §416 per thousand of population.

The completion of the greater part of the north- 
west land tunnel by day labor and the contsruct- 
ing of portions of the intercepting and Thirty- 
ninth street sewers.
